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13. EMPHASIZING THAT UNDERDEVELOPMENT IMPOSES UPON WOMEN A 
DOBLE BURDEN OF EXPLOITATION WHICH BE RAPIDLY ELIMINATED 

AND THAT FULL IMPLEMENTATION OF NATIONAL DEVELOPMENT POLICIES 
TO THIS OBIECTIVE IS SERIOUSLY HINDERED BY THE EXISTING 
UNEQUITABLE SYSTEM OF INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC RELATIONS, 

14. CONSCIOUS THAT THE ROLE OF WOMEN IN CHILD-BEARING SHOULD 
NOT BE THE CAUSE OF INEQUALITY AND DISCRIMINATION, AND THAT 
CHILD-REARING DEMANDS SHARED RESPONSIBILITIES AMONG WOMEN, 

MEN AND SOCIETY AS A WHOLE, 

15. RECOGNIZING ALSO THE URGENCY TO ADVANCE THE STATUS OF 
WOMEN AND TO FIND MORE EFFECTIVE METHODS AND STRATEGIES WHICH 
WILL ENABLE THEM TO HAVE THE SAME OPPORTUNITIES AS MEN TO 
PARTICIPATE ACTIVELY IN THE DEVELOPMENT OF THEIR COUNTRIES 

AND TO CONTRIBUTE TO THE ATTAINMENT OF WORLD PEACE, 

16. CONVINCED THAT WOMEN PLAY AN IMPORTANT ROLE IN THE 
RPOMOTION, ACHIEVEMENT AND MAINTENANCE OF INTERNATIONAL PEACE, 

AND THAT IT IS NECESSARY TO ENCOURAGE THEIR EFFORTS TOWARDS 
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PEACE, AS WELL AS THEIR GREATER PARTICIPATION IN THE NATIONAL 
AND INTERNATIONAL ORGANI ATION S THAT EXIST FOR THIS PURPOSE, 

17. CONSIDERING THAT IT IS NECESSARY TO PROMOTE NATIONAL, 

REGIONAL AND INTERNATIONAL ACTION IN WHICH THE IMPLEMENTATION 
OF THE WORLD PLAN OF ACTION ADOPTED BY THE WORLD CONFERENCE 
OF INTERNATIONAL WOMEN'S YEAR, SHOULD MAKE A SIGNIFICANT 
CONTRIBUTION, FOR THE STTAINMENT OF EQUALITY, DEVELOPMENT 
AND PEACE, 

18. IT IS DECIDED TO PROMULGATE THE FOLLOWING PRINCIPLES: 

1. - EQUALITY BETWEEN WOMEN AND MEN MEANS EQUALITY IN THEIR 
DIGNITY AND WORTH AS HUMAN BEINGS AS WELL AS EQUALITY IN THEIR 
RIGHTS, OPPORTUNITIES AND RESPONSIBILITIES; 

2. - ALL OBSTACLES WHICH STAND IN THE WAY OF ENJOYMENT BY WOMEN 
OF EQUAL STATUS WITH MEN MUST BE ELIMINATED IN ORDER TO 
ENSURE THEIR FULL INTEGRATION INTO NATIONAL DEVELOPMENT AND 
THEIR PARTICIPATION IN SECURING AND IN MAINTAINING INTERNATIONAL 
PEACE; 

3. IT IS THE RESPONSIBILITY OF THE STATE TO CREATE THE 
NECESSARY FACILITIES SO THAT WOMEN MAY BE INTEGRATED INTO SOCIETY 
WHILE THEIR CHILDREN RECEIVE ADEQUATE CARE; 

4. - WOMEN AND MEN HAVE EQUAL RIGHTS AND RESPONSIBILITIES 

IN THE FAMILY AND INSOCIETY. EQUALITY BETWEEN WOMEN AND MEN 
SHOULD BE QUARANTEED IN THE FAMILY WHICH IS THE BASIC UNIT 
OF SOCIETY AND WHERE HUMAN RELATIONS ARE NURTURED. MEN SHOULD 
PARTICIPATE MORE ACTIVELY, CREATIVELY AND RESPONSIBLY IN 
FAMILY LIFE FOR ITS SOUND DEVELOPMENT IN ORDER TO ENABLE 
WOMEN TO BE MORE INVENSIVELY INVOLVED IN THE ACTIVIES OF THEIR 
COMMUNITIES AND WITH A VIEW TO COMBINING EFFECTIVELY HOME AND 
WORK POSSIBILITIES OF BOTH PARTNERS; 

5. - WOMEN, LIKE MEN, REQUIRE OPPORTUNITIES FOR DEVELOPING THEIR 
INTELLECTUAL AND SPIRITUAL POTENTIAL TO THE MAXIMUM. NATIONAL 
POLICES AND PROGRAMMES SHOULD THEREFORE PROVIDE THEM WITH FULL 
AND EQUAL ACCESS TO EDUCATION AND TRAINING AT ALL LEVELS, WHILE 
ENSURING THAT SUCH PROGRAMMES AND POLICIES CONSCIOUSLY ORIENT 
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THEM TOWARDS NEW OCCUPATIONS AND NEW ROLES CONSISTENT WITH 

THEIR NEED FOR SELF-FULFILLMENT AND THE NEEDS OF NATIONAL DEVELOPMEN 

T; 

6. - THE RIGHT OF WOMEN TO WORK, TO RECEIVE EQUAL PAY FOR 
WORK OF EQUAL VALUE, TO BE PROVIDED WITH EQUAL CONDITIONS AND 
OPPORTUNITIES FOR ADVANCEMENT IN WORK, AND ALL OTHER WOMEN'S 
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RIGHTS TO FULL AND SATISFYING ECONOMIC ACTIVITY ARE STRUNGLY 
REAFFIRMED. REVIEW OF THESE PRINCIPLES FOR THEIR EFFECTIVE 
IMPLEMENTATION IS NOW URGENTLY NEEDED, CONSIDERING THE NECESSITY 
TO RESTRUCTURE WORLD ECONOMIC RELATIONSHIPS. THIS RESTRUCTURING 
OFFERS GREATER POSSIBILITIES FOR WOMEN TO BE INTEGRATED INTO 
THE STREAM OF NATIONAL ECONOMIC, SOCIAL, POLITICAL AND CULTURAL 
LIFE; 


7. - ALL ELEMENTS OF COMMUNICATIONS AND INFORMATION, AS WELL 
AS ALL CULTURAL MEDIA SCHOULD REGARD AS A HIGH PRIORITY 
THEIR RESPONSIBILITY FOR HELPING TO REMOVE THE ATTITUDINAL 
AND CULTURAL FACTORS, WHICH STILL INHIBIT WOMEN S DEVELOPMENT, 
AND FOR PROJECTING IN POSITIVE TERMS THE VALUE TO SOCIETY OF 
WOMEN'S ASSUPTION OF CHANGING AND EXPANDING ROLES; 

8. - ALL NECESSARY RESOURCES SHOULD BE MADE AVAILABLE IN 
ORDER THAT WOMEN CAN PARTICIPATE IN THE POLITICAL LIFE OF 
THEIR COUNTRIES AND OF THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY SINCE THEIR 
ACTIVE PARTICIPATION IN NATIONAL AND WORLD AFFAIRS AT DECISION- 
MAKING AND MOTHER LEVELS IN THE POLITICAL FIELD ARE PREREQUISITES 
FOR WOMEN'S FULL EXERCISE OF EQUAL RIGHTS AS WELL AS FOR THEIR 
FURHTER DEVELOPMENT, AND FOR THE NATIONAL WELL-BEING; 
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UNCLAS SECTION 3 OF 4 MEXICO 5763 

9. - EQUALITY OF RIGHTS CARRIES WITH IT CORRESPONDING RESPONSIBI- 
LITIES; IT IS THEREFORE A DUTY OF WOMEN TO EDUCATE THEMSELVES, 

TO MAKE FULL USE OF OPPORTUNITIES AVAILABLE TO THEM AND TO PERFORM 
THEIR DUTIES TO THE FAMILY, THE COUNTRY AND HUMANITY; 

10. - IT SHOULD BE ONE OF THE PRINCIPAL AIMS OF 

SOCIAL EDUCATION TO TEACH RESPECT FOR PHYSICAL INTEGRITY 
AND ITS REIGHTFUL PLACE IN HUMAN LIFE. THE HUMAN BODY, WHETHER THAT 
OF WOMEN OR MAN IS INVIOLABLE AND IS A FUNDAMENTAL ELEMENT OF 
HUMAN DIGNITY AND FREEDOM; 

11. - EVERY COUPLE AND EVERY INDIVIDUAL HAS THE RIGHT TO DECIDE 
FREELY AND RESPONSIBLY WHTHER OR NOT TO HAVE CHILDREN AND TO 
DETERMINE THEIR NUMBER AND SPACING; 

12. - RESPECT FOR HUMAN DIGNITY ENCOMPASSES THE RIGHT OF EVERY 
WOMAN TO DECIDE FREELY FOR HERSELF WHETHER OR NOT TO 
CONTRACT MATRIMONY; 

13. - THE ISSUE OF INEQUALITY. AS IT AFFECTS THE VAST 
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MAJORITY OF THE WOMEN OF THE WORLD. IS CLOSELY LINKED WITH 
THE PROBLEM OF UNDERDEVELOPMENT, WHICH EXISTS AS A 
RESULT NOT ONLY OF UNSUITABLE INTERNAL STRUCTURES, BUT ALSO 
OF A PROFOUNDLY UNJUST WORLD ECONOMIC SYSTEM; 

14. - WOMEN CONSTITUTE ONE HALF OF THE WORLD'S HUMAN 
RESOURCES, THEIR INTEGRATION IN DEVELOPMENT AS WELL AS THEIR 
PARTICIPATION IN THE FORMULATION AND IMPELENTATION OF 
DEVELOPMENT POLICIES AND PLANS ARE OF CRUCIAL IMPORTANCE; 

15. - THE ULTIMATE END OF DEVELOPMENT IS TO ACHIEVE A 

BETTER QUALITY OF LIFE FOR ALL WHICH MEANS NOT ONLY THE DEVELOPMENT 
OF ECONOMIC AND OTHER MATERIAL RESOURCES BUT ALSO THE PHYSICAL, 
MORAL, INTELLECTUAL AND CULTURAL GROWTH OF THE HUMAN PERSON; 

16. - IN ORDER TO INTEGRATE WOMEN INTO DEVELOPMENT, STATES 
SHOULD UNDERTAKE THE NECESSARY CHANGES IN THEIR ECONOMIC 
AND SOCIAL POLICIES BECAUSE WOMEN HAVE THE RIGHT TO PARTICIPATE 
AND CONTRIBUTE TO THE TOTAL DEVELOPMENT EFFORT; 

17. - THE PRESENT STATE OF INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC RELATIONS 
POSES SERIOUS OBSTACLES TO A MORE EFFICIENT UTILIZATION OF 

ALL HUMAN AND MATERIAL POTENTIAL FOR ACCELERATED DEVELOPMENT AND 
FOR THE IMPROVEMENT OF LIVING STANDARDS IN DEVELOPING COUNTRIES 
AIMED AT THE ELIMINATION OF HUNGER. CHILD MORTALITY, UNEMPLOYMENT, 
ILLITERACY, IGNORANCE AND BACKWARDNESS, WHICH CONCERNS ALL 
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OF HUMANKIND, AND WOMEN IN PARTICULAR. IT IS THEREFORE ESSENTIAL 
TO ESTABLISH AND IMPLEMENT WITH URGENCY THE NEW INTERNATIONAL 
ECONOMIC ORDER OF WHICH THE CHARTER OF ECONOMIC RIGHTS AND 
DUTIES OF STATES CONSTITUTES A BASIC ELEMENT, FOUNDED ON 
EQUITY, SOVEREIGN EQUALITY, INTERDEPENDENCE, COMMON INTEREST, 
PEACEFUL COEXISTENCE, COOPERATION AMONG ALL STATES IRRESPECTIVE 
OF THEIR SOCIAL AND ECONOMIC SYSTEMS AND ON THE PROMOTION BY 
THE ENTIRE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY OF ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL PROGRESS 
OF ALL COUNTRIES, SPECIALLY DEVELOPING COUNTRIES; AND ON THE 
PROGRESS OF STATES COMPRISING THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY; 

18. THE PRINCIPLE OF FULL AND PERMANENT SOVEREIGNTY OF EVERY 
STATE OVER ITS NATURAL RESOURCES, WEALTH AND ALL ECONOMIC 
ACTIVITIES AS ELL AS ITS INALIENABLE RIGHT OF NATIONALIZATION 
AS AN EXPRESSION OF THIS SOVEREIGNTY, CONSTITUTE FUNDAMENTAL 
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PREREQUISITES IN THE PROCESS OF ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT; 

19. - THE ATTAINMENT OF ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL GOALS, SO BASIC TO 
THE REALIZATION OF THE RIGHTS OF WOMEN, DO NOT, HOWEVER, OF 
THEMSELVES BRING ABOUT THE FULL INTEGRATION OF WOMEN IN DEVELOPMENT 
ON A BASIS OF EQUALITY WITH MEN UNLESS SPECIFIC MEASURES 

ARE UNDERTAKEN AIMED AT THE ELIMINATION OF ALL FORMS OF 
DISCRIMINATION AGAINST THEM. IT IS THEREFORE IMPORTANT TO 
FORMULATE AND IMPLEMENT MODELS OF DEVELOPMENT THAT WILL 
PROMOTE THE PARTICIPATION AND ADVANCEMENT OF WOMEN IN ALL 
FIELDS OF WORK, PROVIDE THEM WITH EQUAL EDUCATIONAL OPPORTUNITIES, 
AND SUCH FACILITIES WHICH WOULD ACCELERATE THE TRANSFER OF 
THE HEAVIEST CHORES OF HOUSEWORK INTO PUBLIC SERVICES; 

20. - MODERNIZATION OF THE AGRICULTURAL SECTOR OF VAST 
AREAS OF THE WORLD IS AN INDISPENSABLE ELEMENT FOR PROGRESS. 
PARTICULARLY AS IT CREATES OPPORUTNITIES FOR MILLIONS OF RURAL 
WOMEN TO PARTICIPATE IN DEVELOPMENT. GOVERNMENTS, THE 
UNITED NATIONS, ITS SPECIALIZED AGENCIES AND OTHER COMPETENT 
REGIONAL AND INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS SHOULD SUPPORT PROJECTS 
DESIGNED TO UTILIZE THE MAXIMUM POTENTIAL AND TO DEVELOP 

THE SELF-RELIANCE OF RURAL WOMEN; 
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21. - IT MUST BE EMPHASIZED THAT, GIVEN THE REQUIRED ECONOMIC, 

SOCIAL AND LEGAL CONDITIONS AS WELL AS THE APPROPRIATE 
ATTITUDES CONDICIVE TO THE FULL AND EQUAL PARTICIPATION OF WOMEN 
IS SOCIETY, EFFORTS AND MEASURES AIMED AT A MORE INTENSIFIED 
INTEGRATION OF WOMEN IN DEVELOPMENT CAN BONLY BE SUCCESSFULLY 
IMPLEMENTED IF MADE AN INTEGRAL PART OF OVERALL SOCIEL AND 
ECONOMIC GROWTH. INDIVIDUAL HUMAN RIGHTS CANNOT BE EXERCISED 
IN ISOLATION BUT MUST BE REALIZED WITHIN THE FRAMEWORK OF 
TOTAL DEVELOPMENT; 

22. - THE OBJECTIVES CONSIDERED IN THE DECLARATION CAN BE 
ACHIEVED ONLY IN A WORLD IN WHICH THE RELATIONS BETWEEN STATES 
ARE GOVERNED, INTER ALIA, BY THE FOLLOWING PRINCIPLES: 

THE SOVEREIGN EQUALITY OF STATES, THE FREE SELF-DETERMINATION 
OF PEOPLES, THE UNACCEPTABILITY OF ACQUISITION OF TERRITORIES 
BY FORCE AND THE PROHIBITION OF RECOGNIZING SUCH AN 
ACQUISITION, TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY, AND THE RIGHT TO DEFEND 
IT, AND NON-INTERFERENCE IN THE DOMESTIC AFFAIRS OF THEIR STATES, 

IN THE SAME MANNER THAT RELATIONS BETWEEN HUMAN BEINGS SHOULD 
BE GOVERNED BY THE SUPREME PRINCIPLE OF THE EQUALITY OF 
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RIGHTS OF WOMEN AND MEN; 

23. - INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION AND PEACE REQUIRE THE ACHIEVEMENT 
OF NATIONAL LIBERATION AND INDEPENDENCE, THE ELIMINATION OF 
COLONIALISM AND NEOCOLONIALISM. FOREIGN OCCUPATION, ZIONISM, 
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APARTHEID, RACIAL DISCRIMINATION IN ALL ITS FORMS AS WELL AS THE 
RECOGNITION OF THE DIGNITY OF PEOPLES AND THEIR GITHT TO SELF- 
DETERMINATION; 

24. - WOMEN HAVE A VITAL ROLE IN THE PROMOTION OF PEACE IN 
ALL SPHERES OF LIFE: IN THE FAMILY, THE COMMUNITY, THE NATION 
AND THE WORLD. AS SUCH, WOMEN MUST PARTICIPATE IN THE DECISION- 
MAKING PROCESSES WHICH HELP TO PROMOTE PEACE AT ALL LEVELS; 

25. - WOMEN AS WELL AS MEN TOGETHER SHOULD ELIMINATE 
COLONIALISM, NEO-COLONIALISM, IMPERIALISM, FOREIGN DOMINATION 
AND OCCUPATION, ZIONISM, APARTHEID, RACIAL DISCRIMINATION, 

THE ACQUISITION OF LAND BY FORCE AND THE RECOGNITION OF SUCH 
ACQUISITION, SINCE SUCH PRACTICES INFLICT INCALCULABLE SUFFERING 
ON WOMEN, MEN AND CHILDREN; 

26. - THE SOLIDARITY OF WOMEN IN ALL COUNTRIES OF THE WORLD 
SHOULD BE SUPPORTED IN THEIR PROTEST AGAINST VIOLATIONS OF HUMAN 
RIGHTS CONDEMNED BY THE UNITED NATIONS. ALL FORMS OF REPRESSION 
AND INHUMAN TREATMENT OF WOMEN, MEN AND CHILDREN, INCLUDING 
IMPRISONMENT, TORTURE, MASSACRES, COLLECTIVE PUNISHMENT, DESTRUC- 
TION OF HOMES, FORCED EVICTION AND RESTRICTIONS OF 

MOEVEMENT SHALL BE CONSIDERED CRIMES AGAINST HUMANITY AND IN 
VIOLATION OF THE UNIVERSAL DECLARATION OF HUMAN RIGHTS AND 
OTHER INTERNATIONAL INSTRUMENTS; 

27. - WOMEN ALL OVER THE WORLD ARE UNITED IN THEIR DETERMINATION 
TO ELIMINATE VIOLATIONS OF HUMAN RIGHTS COMMITTED AGAINST WOMEN 
AND GIRLS SUCH AS: RAPE, PROSTITUTION, PHYSICAL ASSAULT, MENTAL 
CRUELTY; CHILD MARRIAGE, FORCED MARRIAGE AND MARRIAGE AS A 
COMMERCIAL TRANSACTION. 

28. - PEACE REQUIRES THAT WOMEN REJECT ANY TYPE OF INTERVENTION 
IN THE DOMESTIC AFFAIRS OF THE STATES, WHTHER IT BE OPENLY OR 
COVERTLY CARRIED OUT BY OTHER STATES OR BY TRANSNATIONAL 
CORPORATIONS. PEACE ALSO REQUIRES THAT WOMEN ALSO RPOMOTE THE 
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RESPECT FOR THE SOVEREIGN RIGHT OF A STATE TO ESTABLISH ITS 
OWN ECONOMIC, SOCIAL AND POLITICAL SYSTEM WITHOUT UNDERGOING 
ECONOMIC PRESSURES OR COERCION OF ANY TYPE; 

29. - WOMEN SHOULD PROMOTE A REAL, GENERAL AND COMPLETE DISARMAMENT 
UNDER EFFECTIVE INTERNATIONAL CONTROL, STARTING WITH 

NUCLEAR DISARMEMENT. UNTIL THIS AIM IS ACHIEVED, WOMEN AND PEOPLES 
THROUGHOUT THE WORLD MUST DO THEIR UTMOST TO ACHIEVE AND MAINTAIN 
INTERNATIONAL PEACE. 

19. THEREFORE, 
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20. THE WORLD CONFERENCE OF THE INTERNATIONAL WOMEN S 
YEAR PROCLAIMS: 

1. ITS FAITH IN THE OBJECTIVES OF THE INTERNATIONAL 
WOMEN'S YEAR. WHICH ARE EQUALITY, DEVELOPMENT AND PEACE; 

2. THE COMMITMENT OF ALL PEOPLES AND GOVERNMENTS TO DEDICATE 
THEMSELVES TO THE IMPLEMENTATION OF SUCH GOALS WITH A VIEW TO 
REALIZING A JUST SOCIETY WHERE WOMEN AND MEN CAN LIVE IN DIGNITY.
